GAS BUBBLING UP IN STREAM 
CAUSE OF MANY : 
MARVELS 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

ARVADA (Wyo.) April 27-— 
Powder River is a fitting name for 
the stream which passes though 
the northeastern section of Wyo- 
ming—it burns. 

“Burning water” exists in sev- 
Feral places on the river where nat- 
ural gas is found ‘bubbling up 
through water. Some bubbles will 
ignite when a match is applied. 

During the winter peculiar for- 
mations are caused by gas seep- 
ages. When the river is frozen 
over gas accumulates under the ice 
and es the pressum gathers. it 
forces thin sprays of water through 
the weaker spots in the ice, and 
these sprays freeze in curious for- 
mations.of arches and low pillars. 

The gas does not make the water 
unpalatable for drinking. In Ar- 
vada there is a drinking fountain 
the water of which can be set on 
fire at any time.

RIVER NATIONAL ASSET 


Possibly the keynote of the new 
Geciaration is a fiat statement 
“that the Colorado River, so far as 
its development is concerned, has 
been withdrawn by the nation from 
the sovereignty of the 
Arizona and roust be regarded as 
a national! asset.” 

Similar pronouncement was 
made a month ago by the Star 
editor, who wrote, “The Colorado 
River is a piece of national prop- 
erty, and it never for one instant 
belonged either to the territory or 
Gov. Hunt 
promptly wrote a hot denial, as- 
serting that legal opinions sought 
by him were at variance with the 
editor’s conclusions, which were 
considered “fallacious and not 
based upon mature thought and 
judgment.” 

Messrs. Ross and Casey have 
submitted their case in the shape 
of a comprehensive brief, with 
much reference to constitutional] 
and statutory law, as interpreted 
by the Federal courts. with divi- 
sion into four headings. The gen- 
eral question of State and Federal 
sovereignty: the legal effect of 
what has been done by the Feder- 
al government with respect to the 
Coloradq; the question of navi- 
gability, and the right of Arizona 
to tax power developed on the riv- 
er. 


CONGRESS CONTROLS LANDS 
On the basis of several Supreme 
Court decisions, the brief shows 
that Congress “has the exclusive 
right to contro] and dispose of 
public anG unoccupied lands to 
which the United States has ac- 
quireé title, either by deeds of céa- 
sion from other States or by treaty 


with a foreign country; and no 
State can interfere with this right 
or embarrass its exercise.” In Ar- 
ticle IV of the National Constitu- 
tion is provided that “Congress 
shall have power to dispose of and 
make al! needful rules and regula- 
tions respecting the territory or 
other property belonging to the 
United Gtates.” 

In addition to the general res- 
ervation of hydro-electric rights 
to the general government made 
in the Statehood Enabling Act of 
1910, there later was specific with- 
drawal, by Presidential prociama- 
tion, of a strip of land from a 
quarter-mile to a half-mile in 
width from the Utah Iine south- 
ward for the river’s mileage with- 
in Arizona, this being the special 
gection over which Gov. Hunt 
claims absolute State control. An 
opposing opinion, by a Phoenix 
attorney, “must necessarily be re- 
garded as a brief written in sup- 
port of a position already taken, 
and not as an untrammeled inves- 
tigation of the law.” 
contention that the government in 
withdrawing lands on the banks 
intended to relinquish the bed of 
the river. The question of naviga- 
bility is considered as in no sense 
providing a test of the right of 
the Federa! government to develop 
the river. Nothing that might be 
done in connection with the Colo- 
rado River compact “can In any 
way affect the right of taxation. 
The pact cannot help or harm.” 


NEW CLEAVAGE EXPECTED 

The effect of this publication, 
coming through well-established 
and conservative Democratic chan- 
nels, is expected to open a definite 
new cleavage between the Hunt 
and anti-Hunt Democrats, already 
divided by Hunt's radicalism. , 
‘Hunt's campaign issues already ap- 
pear well defined. They start with 
declaration of State independence 
of governmental control; déclare 
the Colorado River a State prop- 
erty asset, to be developed either 
by the State or under State reguia- 
tion and taxation, demand cession 
of national lands to the State and 
full State control over all areas 
within the State borders: refuse 
assent to the Colorado River com- 
pact; demand acknowledgment of 
right to tax power generated by 
public or private enterprise on the 
river, whether within Arigona or 
on\a State boundary line: assert 
that priority water appropria- 
tion has been geined by a mere 
private declaration of appropria- 
tion; insist that California or Mex!i- 
can reclamation shall not be con- 
sidered from a priority sense, even 
though lands shall have been ac- 
tually irrigated, and in general seek 
to fill the electorate of Arizona 
with a feeling of hatred for neigh- 
boring American States and their 
citizenry. 

That this mixture is not to be 
swallowed by all of the Arizona 
Democracy is indicated by the brief 
just published. It is exciting much 
discussion within Democratic cir- 
cles and is expected to bring harsh 
response from the office of the 
State Executive and from the Ari- 
zona High Line Association.

‘Although a unit tn opposing ra- 
dio reguiation by the Department 
of Commerce, the Senators today 
were divided five to four as to the 
number of radio commissioners 
needed to carry out of the plan of 
the committee, a majority favoring 
five members and four Senators 
voting for a commission of three, 
as provided in the 
Senators Borah and Dill. 

The board of commissioners is 
borrowed from the White bill, that 
measure providing for an advisory 
commission of five, one from each 
of the five radio zones into which 
the country is divided. These as 
specified by the White measure are 
to sit periodically to pass on appli- 
cations referred to them by the 
Secretary of Commerce for licenses, 
each commissioner to be paid $25 
a day while attending the ses- 
sions, but the bill requires that 
they shall not draw compensation 
in excess of 125 days’ service—a 
possible maximum salary of $3125. 

The White bill, which is the re- 
sult of far more research, Investi- 
gation and study than have been 
given to the subject in the Senate 
committee, has been found by that 
hody to be in \geheral 
ter than etther ‘the Dill he 
Borah bills. Hence the Interstate 
Commerce Committee is disposed 
to accept it almost entire, the one 
vital change being to eliminate 
all authority from the Department 
of Commerce and to lodge it in a 
permanent independent commis- 
sion of five, to be set up at Wash- 
ington, with authority in its own 
field equal to that exercised by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the Federal Trade Commission and 
the various other independent 
boards and commissions now ex- 
isting In their flelds. 

The White bill proposes the use 
of existing governmental machinery 
lodging final authority in the Sec- 
retary of Commerce, The Senate 
committee would take all radio af- 
fairs away from the Department of 
Commerce and set up this new 
commission with a new regiment of 
experts, officers and employees. 

The creation of new bodies of 
this sort has been consistently op- 
posed by President Coolidge ever 
since he has been in office. He let 
it be known at the White House 
today that this is the reason why 
he prefers the White bill to either 
of the Senate bills proposing an 
independent commission. 


SCENTS BUREAUCRACY 
President Coolidge believes that 
‘it is the wiser policy to keep the 
supervision of radio, or of any 
other activity which requires reg- 
ulating, under an established de- 
partment of the government, in 
order that executive control over 
it may be exercised. To set up a 
regulatory body free from execu- 
tive control, attempting to regu- 
late the affairs of the people, is in 


his opinion the very essence of 
bureaucracy. 


The President recognizes the 
fact that in certain fields as in that 
of railroad transportation, entail- 
ing the exercise of .judicial func- 
tions, a separate body like the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, is 
mecessary. However, in all future 
advances by the government in 
regulative efforts he is committed 
to a policy of responsible executive 
control. The President believes 
that the White bill, as it passed 
the House, because it provides for 
executive control, is much more ac- 
ceptable to the public than any 
proposal for an independent com- 
mission and he admits, without. 
equivocation, that it is certainly 
more acceptable to him. 

It is expected that the Senate 
committee will have its measure 
ready to report within a few days. 
It will appear in a series of amend- 
ments to the White bill. If it 
passes the Senate, the Hous+ will 
reject the amendments and insist 
upon its own phraseology. There- 
upon conferees from the two houses 
will be appointed to reconcile qif- 
ferences. Judging by the large ma- 
jority given to the White bill in 
the House on its original passage, 
when the question.of Hoover con- 
trol or independent commission 
control was debated and decided, it 
is highly improbable that the 
House will permit its conferees to 
recede from the principle enun- 
ciated.

Group Near Saloon Is Fired

CHICAGO, April 27.—William H. 
McSwiggin, youthful Assistant 
State’s Attorney known as “the 
hanging prosecutor” because of his 
success in the conduct of murder 
trials, was shot to death tonight 
when a machine-gunner in a cur- 
tained automobile poured a blast 


of fire upon him and two other 
men ag they stood in front of a 
saloon at 6613 West Roosevelt 
Road, in Cicero. 

With him died the two others 
in the group. James J. Doherty, 
one of the leaders of a Cicero 
beer gang, was instantly killed. 
His body was found an hour later 
with that of the prosecutor in Ber- 
wyn, where they had been taken 
by men parked in a car near them 
when the shooting occurred. 
Thomas Duffy died a few hours 
later in the west suburb hospital. 
So closely did the gunman 
bunch his shots that twenty-two 
marks were found on the walls of 
the saloon. One tree in the line 
of fire contained six pellets. Pa-

Despite Lower Rates 


New York Makes Largest 
Contribution 


Eight States and Hawaii 
_Have Decreased Returns 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, April 27.-—In- 
come tax collections for March, 
under the new revenue law, were 
$504,141,356, or $65,412,739 more 
than for March of last year, when 
the higher rates were in effect. 

The figures, made public today 
by the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
include payments made March 15, 
the first regular receiving date .for 
taxes to be paid this year. They 
showed New York with the largest 
collection, Florida with the great- 
est proportionate increase, and 
eight States and Hawaii with lower 
returns than last year. 

States which showed declines 
were Wheconsin, Massachuetts, 
New Hampshire, Alabama, Georgia, 
New. Mexico and Oregon.

The record for July, 1925. about 
the half-way mark in the second 
year, is rather interesting.

Morgan of Northwestern Univer- 


sity, is conducting unusual test

Giometer over his ear, and the 
faintest sound she can perceive is 
determined. Then she is placed 
in another toom, before a crystal 
which reflects fanciful images, and 
permitted to day dream for ten 
minutes. Faist sounds are again 
sent to the receiver, and the in- 
tensity of the sound before she 
perceives it determines her socia- 
bility quotient. 

Prof. Morgan says that a student 
who reacts to the faintest sound 
is too sociable, and can easily be 
led from his studies, while one 
who continues to day dream through 
a lowd noise is less sociable, and 
prefers a hermit-like existence.

RE-EDUCATIONIN 
HEALTH URGED 


People of University Age 
Aided by Treatments 


Woman Tells of Her Work 


Posture Defects and Foot 
_ Troubles Helped 


| [EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

BERKELEY, April 27.—‘People 
of university age are in.a period of 
life when health re-education can 
be of the greatest help and benefit 
to them,” says Miss Florence At- 
kinson, physiotherapist of the 
University of California, who is in 
charge of the’ physiotherapy 
treatments given to women stu- 
dents by the university infirmary. 

In her work among women. stu- 
dents during the current college 
year Miss Atkinson has treated 
3050 cases. These treatments in- 
clude medical and corrective gym- 
nastics, massage and manipulation 
and electrical treatments. The 
treatments given for broken bones 
shorten the period of of convalés- 
cence by about 26 per cent, Miss 
Atkinson reports. 

The reason the specialist gives 
for the benefits that men and 
women of university age derive 
from health re-education is that 
their bodies are still in a period 
of-growth. The greatest amount 
of treatment is given by the phy- 
siotherapist to those who have 
posture defects and to those who 
have foot trouble. 

“This is not characteristic of unt- 
versity students,” Miss Atkinson 
affirms. “It' is characteristic of 
their age. In the period of ado- 
lescence faulty posture becomes ap- 
parent Which would develop into 
very serious defects and cause lack 
of efficiency in later lifes Bad 
backs and bad feet in even a mild 
degree seriously inconvenience an 
individual. These may be cor- 
rected during the period of jate 
adolescence—and the individual of 
college age has every chance to re- 
gain a normal body.” 

Posture cases treated by the 
physiotherapy department for 
women numbered 380, and cases 
of foot trouble were 2249 during 
the current college year. Miss At- 
kinson commented on the most 
usual causes of foor defects.

This discovery was the result of 
forty years’ study of the tides, and 
the findings under his hypothesis 
agree exactly with astronomical 
observations in. many countries 
over a period of thirty-five years. 

The discovery, Prof. See said, 
is one of the most notable triumphs 
in the physics of the earth and in 
exact astronomy in the last cen- 
tury. . 

The newly discovered process for 
keeping track of the motion of 
the axis of the earth will be of 
scientific value because hereto- 
fore it has been n to cal- 
culate the amplitude and period 
of the oscillation empirically. by 
actual observation at many stations 
on the earth’s surface. 

A permanent international or- 
ganization to take latitude obser- 
vations in many countries had been 
built up after Prof. F. Kustner, 
then chief observer at Berlin, dis- 
covered in 1890, from star places

“When we come to calculate by 
tmaathematical theory the amplitude 
of the polar motion, or the radius 
of the mean circle tn the periodic 
eirculation of the pole, we § find 
from the observations of the last 
thirty-five years, that the mean 
amplitude iq, sixteen feet, while 
my calculators. based on the tides 
of the oceans, give 16.4 feet. Az 
the observed amplitude of sixteen 
feet is uncertain by about a foot, 
my calculated amplitude of 16.4 
feet perfectly accounts for all the 
known motion of the pole. 

“Since therefore, we can calcu- 
late, from the tides the 427-day 
period and the mean amplitude of

Jardine Proposal Provides 
Loan Fund Agency 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, April 27.— 
Widely different plans for solution 
of the surplus crop problem were 
submitted to the House today by. 
members ofrite Agriculture Com- 
mittee, which has. been delving 
into the situation for several 
months without reporting an agree- 
ment on any single measure. 

The committee requested House 
leaders to bring up the bille the 
first of next week. The Rules 
Committee has indicated that it 
wil] give farm legislation the right 
of way. 

The committee voted to report 
the three bills after defeating, 15 
to 6, a request by Chairman Hau- 
gen to have them voted on in the 
committee separately. 


JARDINE PLAN OFFERED 


The plan which has the indorse- 
ment of Secretary Jardine was re- 
ported by Representative Tincher, 
Republican, Kansas. It would pro- 
‘vide a special agency with a $100,- 
tive marketing associations in dis- 
posing of surplus crops and thus, 
Mr. Tincher said, would “bring 
about stabilized prices and the or- 
derly flow of farm products into 
consumptive channels through ma-. 
chinery set up, operated and man- 
aged by the farmers themselves.” 

Representative Aswell, Democrat, 
Louisiana, presented the Curtis-As- 
well commodity marketing bill, 
which calis for an appropriation of 
only $10,000,000 to establish na- 
tional and subsidiary sectional mar- 
kéting associations, owned, con- 
trolled and operated by farmers. 
This plan, he argued, provides for 
permanent rather than temporary 
relief and contemplates a national 
rather than sectional system of or- 
ganization. 


HAUGEN OFFERS BILL 

Chairman Haugen of the com- 
mittee introduced his bill te au- 
thorige a revolving fund of $375,- 
000,000 to stabilize prices of basic 
farm commodities. He said it was 
tevident the farmers could not at 
this time acquire funds necessary 
for the purpose. 

Mr. Tincher asserted that the 
administration proposal “places at 
the disposal of farmter-controlled 
agencies additional resources of 
the government, and will stimulate 
their development along sound and 
constructive lines.”

corrupting our youth by introducing mixed 
drinking and surreptitious htp-pocket ks 
among boys and girls in American colleges 
and universities. 

On this point Prof. Fisher of Yale gave 
illuminating testimony before the Congres- 
sional Committee on Judiciary. Yale has 
been referred to as the “wettest” univer- 
sity in the United States. Recent statis- 
tics published by its senior class showed 
that 80 per cent of that class are anti- 
pathetic to the prohibition regime. More- 
‘over the city and State in which Yale is 
located are qmong the wettest in the na- 
tion. 

If the allegation that there is more col- 
legé drinking under prohibition than in pre- 
Volstead days has any force at all it should 
be flagrantly noticeable in the case of Yale. 
Direct and personal testimony from those 
who know is the sanest way to answer the 
irresponsible generalities of our modern 
Bacchanalians. 

A survey of middle-western colleges, tak- 
eh at the same time as the Yale statistics, 
showed that two-thirds of the male and 
four-fifths of the female students favored 
a strict enforcement of the Eighteenth 
Amendment. This disposes of the charges 
as preferred against American colleges in 
general. In the particular case of Yale 
the cause of prohibition, for the promot- 
ing of better moral conditions, also receives 
specific indorsement.

Nothing coujd be plainer of more to the 
point than this statement from one in a 
position, without prejudice, to sum up the 
case for Yale University. Frederick S&S. 
Jones, outgoing dean of Yale College, ex- 
presses similar sentiments: “I think, on 
the whole, there is decidedly less drinking 
than before prohibition and conditions have 
been improving with time. 
hand, cases are often more acute than 
those encountered before prohibition. The 
college fraternities have forbidden liquor 
in their houses and are living up to this 
rule.” 

If Yale, by the evidence of inside wit- 
nesses, can so easily clean its skirts of the 
booze charges recklessly handled by “wet” 
defamers of the nation’s youth, we can 
safely dismiss the stories of college drunk- 
enness which constitute the main rapid 
fire ammunition employed against the “dry” 
stronghold. Prof. Fisher, however, has a 
word of advice for the “drys” they might,

Pour inte a baking dish, 
cover with two cupfuls mashed po- 
tatoes 3 xed with one well-beaten 
erg: inkle with sifted bread 
crumbs dotted with bits of butter 
and bake a nice brown in a mod- 
erate owen. Serve in the same dish. 


SCONES 

Sift two cups of sifted flour with 
four level teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder and half a teaspoonful of 
salt; rub In one tablespoonful of 
butter; add one beaten egg and 
mix to a smooth dough with half a 
cupful of milk; roll out on a 
floured breadboard half an inch 
thick, cut with a round cutter and 
bake on a griddie twenty minutes, 
turning to brown evenly on bot 
sides. 


VEAL WITH KIDNEY 
Have the butcher bone a loin of 
veal and placedn the center a veal 
kidney cut in two lengthwise and 
tie in a roll with heavy string.

Cover the bottom of a baking pan 
with one sliced carrot, two chopped 
stalks of celery, one sliced onion.

APRICOT TARTS 

Line tartlet pans with cookie 
dough, fill with dry beans and bake 
a nice brown; remove the beans 
and cool. Drain the syrup from a 
can of preserved apricots and heat; 
s0ak two teaspoonfuls of granulat- 
ed gelatine in one-third of a cup 
ful of cold water for ten minutes, 
add to the hot syrup and stir until 
dissolved; add one teaspowenful of 
lemon juice and stir until nearly 
set. Fill the baked tart with 
halves of canned apricots, pour 
over the nearly cold syrup, place 
a blanched almond in the center 
of each tart and stand in a cold 
place until set. 

MAPLE NUT SAUCE 

Mix in a saucepan four table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, one and a half 
tablespoonfuls of corn starch and 
a pinch of salt; stir in five table- 
spoonfuls of water and one cupful 
of maple syrup: mix well and stir 
and cook slowly for Ave minutes. 
Remove from the fire, add half a 
cupful of chopped pecan nut meats 
and one teaspoonful of vanilla. 
Serve hot or cold over slices of 
brick ice cream.

Prof. Ward of Occidental 
Intercedes for Woman in 
Street-Car Episode 


Dr. William D. Ward, professor 
of Greek at Occidental College, 
never heard himself cheered as a 
football hero—Nature endowed him 
with a slight frame—but had he 
been listening yesterday he would 
have heard the student body of 
the schoo! cheer his name for re- 
cent conduct becoming a gentle- 


man. 

Dr. Remsen Bird, president of 
the college, told the students that 
Dr. Ward would be unable to meet 
his classes for perhaps six weeks 
because of a broken arm, suffered 
in an attempt to protect a woman. 

Dr. Ward, it seemed, was the 
only man among a number of, 
women aboard a Los Angeles Rail~ 
Way street car that had stopped at 
York Boulevard and Avenue 60. 
A woman in attempting to board 
the car found herself thrown 
against the steps, her dress torn 
and her arms bruised, when, ac- 
cording to the reports of President 
Bird, the car was premattrely set 
in motion, 

The woman is said to have re- 
fused to pay her fare upon such 
treatment and when the conductor 
sought to put her off the car, Dr. 
Ward placed a remonstrating hand 
upon the conductor’s arm. Accord- 
ing to President Bird's statement, 
the conductor gave the diminutive 
professor a shove, sending him to 
the floor of the car with such 
force that his arm was broken at 
the shoulder.
